Politicians, employers and others 
have a' stake in perpetuating this 
myth, but there is no substance to it. 

Take my case: I am employed by 
Stanford University and the univer- 
sity nominally “provides" my health 
insurance. But who really pays for 
it? The chairman of my department? . 
The president? The members of the 
board of trustees? 

No, most of the premium un- 
doubtedly comes from money that 

would otherwise be partof my 

salary. 

Some of the cost may be passed 
-on to students iiHhcfomv of highcr- 
tuiUon. Some may be borne by the 
agencies that fund research grants 
and contracts. One thing is certain: 
Stanford does not pay for my health 
insurance in any meaningful sense. 

Much the same story can be told 
for all employment-based insurance, 
whether the employer is a nonprofit 
organization like Stanford, a branch 
of government ora for-profit corpo- .
